They dumped 
him on the sidewalk before a Chi- 
cago hospital three hours later.

Tincus. aged 20 He was weak from 
less of blood and attendants said 
he might die. 


Ail expert marksman. Jacob De 


Young, 53. poured a withering fire 
from a big game nfle into the

'"suit & Savings bank this morn- 
ing 


That ended the raid, and when 
It was over De Young said: 
Tm sorry I didn't kill them all. 


Thej IE the same men who lulled 
my ron."' 


Walk Into Trap. 


The band of five holdup men, 


nuibiced with handkerchiefs, walked 
into a trap. The bank was robbed 
on P'bruary 10, when the bandits 
found Peter De \oung, 30, who 
was taking his father's place as 
guard, and killed him 
outright. 


Since then the town of 1800, a 
cross i^ads hamlel south of Chi- 
cago, had been on the alert. 


Police Chief I» H. Lagestee saw 


the 
carload of bandits 
cruising 


past the bank just before 9 o'clock. 
He notified De Young and Cashier 
Milton H. Waterman. He also noti- 
fied Mgilantes. They took up sta- 
tions outside the bank, armed with 
hunting rifles, shotguns and pistols. 
The bandits stopped just after the 
bank opened. 


Three entered, their leader armed 


with

sawed-off shotgun. He 


shoved it at Waterman and Charles 
E. Waterman, the president. Both 
dropped to the floor.

WjlORMER GOVERNOR JAMES M. COX'S address 
-"• 
to his fellow democrats in Ohio on the occasion 


of a Jefferson day banquet contained so much that 
is sane and wholesome it merits country wide at- 
tention. With the candor and honesty so character- 
istic of him, he went directly to the heart of a sly, 
subtle campaign, through which those who oppose 
the Roosevelt administration hope to mass sentiment 
behind them. He dealt directly with the outcry of 
selfish and powerful groups that government divorce 
itself from business. 


Mr. Cox was the democratic party's 
presidential 


standard bearer in 1920. 


"At that time I said, at the very seat of organ- 


ized wealth, that if the enterprises in mind when 
Big Business was financing a political campaign, 
were carried through, then in a comparatively 
brief season the well meaning business men in 
America would thank God for the party of Jef- 
ferson, because it 
would be necessary to the 


salvation of the country. 


"One extreme follows another. The result of 


extreme reaction would carry us to the extreme 
of revolution unless some instrument to prevent 
it could be found. That instrument happily in 
the hour of crisis was at hand. 
The party of 


Jefferson always has been in the liberal party, and 
upon the ground which he plodded then and we 
seek to maintain now the balance is being re- 
gained. The philosophy of Jefferson in its essence 
was that 
government must respond to social 


needs, and it cannot do it unless it changes as 
our social conditions, under the relentless pro- 
cesses of revolution, change. Failure to do that 
very thing led.to the evil times that fell upon us. 
Our economic and governmental organisms could 
no longer stand the infection of unhealthy prac- 
tices and neglect. Then came the collapse. At 
that critical hour, the president of the United 
States became the attending physician of a dan- 
gerously sick man." 


Memory is short-lived in America. But who is 


so blind and so indifferent to the past to ignore the 
truth of Mr. Cox's analysis? Never were reaction and 
reactionary practices more arrogantly indifferent to 
consequences than 
during the period of which he 


speaks. And who is so contemptuous toward na- 
national wefare as to discount the 
weight of his 


words? America should be grateful to the party of 
Jefferson and to its leader in its hour of crisis, and 
it should be grateful to Ex-Governor Cox for direct- 
ing thought back to rational

when the rising tides of passion of a querulous con- 
valescent are apt to obscure the truth.

AND how true is this: 


"We hear it said that business, has been taken 


over by the government. Is it not true that busi- 
ness, crying for help, threw itself into the hands 
of government? Did not the banks and the rail- 
roads come forward to be saved? Has supplica- 
tion come from the government to enter business, 
or has business as a whole turned to Washington 
for relief? Business is but a process and result 
of human labor. In the modern order of things, 
a man to live, must work, and the products of his 
toil are the making of business. The president's 
one purpose is to restore social order and social 
order is dependent upon an orderly industry, if 
society is prostrate, then what instrument more 
logically and naturally can be invoked than gov- 
ernment itself?

TOOLS OF THE WEST. 
TIBET, that mysterious plateau which is no more 


than a geographical name to as many adults as 


children, faces the pressure of the west. 


Tibet's very inaccessibility has intrigued the white 


man to penetrate its citadels and gaze at its medi- 
eval life. Expecting to return to Tibet soon to as- 
sume both secular and religious dictatorship is the 
Panchcn Lama. 


This dignitary, who is believed by the Tibetans to 


be the living incarnation of Buddha, was described 
during his recent visit to Shanghai as arriving on an 
American-built railroad, and riding through the west- 
ernized oasis of China in an American automobile. 
Other recent dispatches have told of a projected air 
mail line from China to Tibet. 


Thus the west sends its tools to batter on the walls 


of centuries-old Tibetan life, what will be the re- 
sult? 


The impact of western ideas transformed China 


from a corrupt monarchy into a comic opera type of 
republic. Oppressed by civil war, banditry and pov- 
erty, she is at the mercy of all nations. Her western 
tools are mockeries. 


American warships trained their guns on a great 


Japanese city to open the Empire of the Rising Sun 
to western traffic. Japan learned to use western 
tools only too well. Now her warships protect her 
commercial -interest on the mainland. 
Western in- 


dustrial methods combined with native work habits 
turn out war materials and cheap goods to equally 
threaten the complacence of the world. 


A third great Oriental nation faces the impact of 


the west. The result may be strange and fascinat- 
ing. History is in the making.

AN "ANGEL" IN SIGHT FOR CHICAGO. 


P UNCLE SAM is still the dub that he was when 
. he loaned billions of dollars to European nations 


to finance their part in the world war and enable 
them to get back upon their feet afterward, it may 
be that Chicago can put over the scheme to dump 
its $28,000,000 public school deficit upon his already 
overladen back. 


Passage of a bill by the national house of repre- 


sentatives appropriating $75,000,000 to pay back sal- 
aries of school teachers was denounced in the house 
Thursday as primarily intended to enable Chicago to 
unload upon the federal government. 
The bill re- 


ceived the united backing of Windy City members, 
and immediately after it was put through the board 
of education met at Chicago and adopted a resolu- 
tion offering $28,000,000 of bonds to the government, 
evidently hoping to get in on the ground floor for 
over one-third of the whole appropriation. 


By the time a few of the big cities that have been 


wasting their own funds have been taken care of, 
there will be little or nothing left to help teachers in 
the rest of the country. Yet if the 
United States 


government is going to assume the liability for pay- 
ing back salaries of school workers at all, the needs 
are just as great in smaller cities, villages, and rural 
districts all over the west as in Chicago. 


It seems hardly proper for the second city of the 


nation, which was able to finance a world fair two 
years in succession, to be excepting the 
national 


treasury to take over the task of supporting its 
schools. If the public affairs of Chicago had been 
conducted in the past with reasonable economy and 
business judgment, its school teachers and other civic 
workers would not have been compelled to wait a 
year or more to draw their pay. The situation which 
has arisen is due to local misgovernment and malad.- 
ministrLtion. 


Why, then, should the national government be 


asked to step in and relieve Chicago of the load? 
With hundreds of millions of dollars in taxes still un- 
collected. what moral right has the lake metropolis 
to be demanding financial aid on such a vast scale 
from Washington? Certainly, there is no justifica- 
tion for giving it preferential treatment over thou- 
sands of other communities which have run behind 
on their school budgets. 


It appears to be another case of big metropolitan 


centers being better organized than other parts of the 
country to go after what they want from Uncle Sam.

I admire them for their learning, 
devotion to the scriptures, intense 
expression of a profound God-con- 
sciousness 
and 
insistence 
that 
Christianity must be received on its 
own terms as a divine revelation. 
3ut when their distinguished author 
nsists that man's capacity to re- 
ceive that revelation and to enjoy 
ts blessings as a conscious experi- 
ence are not basic for the Christian 
faith but a device of anti-Christ, I 
cannot follow him. 


Professor Barth has written volu- 
minously in his attempt to depre- 
cate religious experience and give it 
a subordinate place in the economy 
of redemption. But he is not con- 
•incing so far as millions of be- 
ievers are concerned. He does well 
o demolish the fatuous self confi- 
dence of many modern thinkers and 
heologians and also to reassert 
with superb strength the sovereign 
eality of God. But what the pro- 
essof terms "the word of God can-

That the eradication program, de- 
signed to help the farm flock's 
health and produce fewer infertile 
eggs, was a SUCCESS is indicated in 
the report from Platfcsmouth that 
produce houses and merchants there 
bought 9,000 pounds of the old boys.

Payments To Nebraska 


Farmers Pass Mark 


Of 19 Million. 


WASHINGTON. May 25—(AP) — 


Rental and benefit payments of the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion totaled $185,380,511.11 througn 
April 30. the administration re- 
ported today in a statement of ex- 
penditures. 


The AAA also spent 55,016,336.23 


in removal of surplus agricultural 
products. 


Of the total amount of rental 


and benefit payments, wheat farm- 
ers of the nation received $67,617,- 
486.54, corn raisers $15,536.25 and 
hog raisers 
$24,844. Farmers of 


Marion county, Iowa, were the only 
persons receiving rental and bene- 
fit payments on corn and hogs in 
the report. 
The statement of surplus 
re- 


moval operations showed $40,505,- 
551.31 spent on hogs, $3,988,399.31 
for wheat, and $10,522,386.29 for 
butter and cheese. 
In the reports by states, the to. 
tal expense for Iowa was $464,481.01 
of which $124,810.05 went for gen- 
eral administrative expenses, and 
$339,670.96 for rental and benefit 
payments. 


The Nebraska figures were $19,- 


307,733.53 total, $161,997.38 for gen- 
eral administration, $4,040,745.52 for 
rental and benefit payments, and 
$15,104,990.63 for removal of surplus. 


In South Dakota the total was 


$3.643,489.03, with $120,162.85 
for 
general administration, and $3,523,- 
326.18 for rental and benefits.

Russell Says Planting Of Corn 


On Abandoned Wheat Land Unwise 


SORGHUM CROPS 


BEING PLANTED 


Drouth Causes Record 


Interest In These 


Seedings. 


With moisture conditions still far 


below normal in most parts of Ne- 
braska, farmers now are turning 
their active attention toward the 
planting of sorghum crops as re- 
placements for abandoned wbteat 
land and proposed corn acreages, 
P. H. Stewart, extension agronomist 
at the University of Nebraska col- 
lege of agriculture, said today. 


Most Calls Ever. 


"Never before have we had so 


many calls regarding both grain 
and forage sorghums," Stewart de- 
clared. "Farmers from all sections 
are asking us about cultural prac- 
tices and where to get seed. As a 
result there is but little seed of 
some varieties in the hands of 
farmers but seed, houses are wail 
supplied." 
Blank plates, for listers or plant- 


ers, 
bored out with about 12 holes, 


each three-eighths inch in diam- 
eter and beveled out from below are 
being recommended, to eastern Ne- 
braska farmers 
for 
atlas 
sorgo 


planting. For ensilage or fodder 
purposes, it should be planted at 
the rate of 12 to 18 pounds per acre. 
If planted for hay purposes, 50 to 
100 pounds should be used per acre. 
"The atlas can be planted any- 


time between now and June 10 suc- 
cessfully," Stewart said. "If no rain 
falls immediately, it will probably 
be best to hold off planting until 
the first week in June or later. Seed 
is available at from two to three 
cents -^r nound." 
In addition to putting in hun- 


dreds of acres to forage sorghums, 
many Nebraska farmers will put in 
some grain sorghums this year also. 
Tests outstate last year showed the 
best varieties will make as high as 
45 bushels to the acre. Plates with 
three-sixteenths inch holes for the 
lister are ordinarily used for plant- 
ing at the rate of 8 to 10 pounds 
per acre. For the south part of the 
state, west to McCook, pink kafir is 
being recommended 
by Stewart. 
The western blackhull variety is 
recommended for that part of the 
state, north of the southern tier of 
counties as it is earlier than pink 
kafir. It is not likely, however, to 
mature in northern or western Ne- 
braska. 


Beef calves can be started suc- 


cessfully on feed on ground snapped 
corn. 
Afcer a period of 40 to 60 


days, shelled corn is added to the 
ration. Snapped corn does not pro- 
uce a good finish. 


Planting 
corn 
on abandoned 


wheat land is a very unwise farm 
practice in the estimation of Prof. 
J. C. Russell of the agronomy de- 
partment at the University of Ne- 
braska college of agriculture. He 
bases his reason on the lack of sub- 
soil moisture. Corn planted late in 
May under present conditions never 
makes a crop, he says. 


Probably the best way to handle 


the abandoned land would be to 
first mow the wheat and let it lie 
where it falls for mulch. This, he 
says, will be just as effective us 
the best discing. At this time of year 
on a plowed, disced or uncracked 
bare field, Russell says any isolated 
rain less than one-half inch has 
no value whatever. Anything less 
than that amount, under present 
conditions, soaks less than three 
inches into the ground and is gone 
by evaporation In about as many 
day as it 'soaks down in inches. It 
is only the rain that is large 
enough to soak below the third inch 
that has any value and that value 
lies largely in what gets below the 
the third inch unless other rain 
follows in a few days to drive the 
previous one a little deeper into 
the ground. 


Should Burn Weeds. 


As soon as volunteer wheat and 


weeds begin to come through the 
mulch, the latter should be burned 
off. This, if there is enough to burn, 
is 
more 
effective 
according to 


Professor Russell, than plowing und- 
er for humus. 


When volunteer wheat and weeds 


start sufficiently 
they should be 


taken care of. The use of a duck- 
foot summer tillage implement i.s 
useful, if to be had, and burning 
would be unnecessary. The sweep 
shovels will go under the mulch, 
cut off the volunteer and weeds 
and leave the ground in a little 
V-shaped straw mulched ridges. 
This .should be done when 
the 


ground is slightly dry. The same 
implement can be used a second 
and a third time until the land is 
ready to be plowed in mid-August 
for wheat or alfalfa. 


If a duck foot implement i.s not 


available, Russell advocates listing 
across the slopes in the fields in- 
stead of up and down. Lots of water 
can be caught in this way which 
would otherwise run off down the 
rows. Another suggestion is to go 
into the field after listing with ta 
walking lister and run a furrow 
across the rows here and there 
where rows run down hill to make 
dams across each furrow to hold 
back. the water. 


As soon as the weeds start badly 


on the ridges, the use of a two-row 
disc 
cultivator 
with 
discs 
set 


strongly inward should be used to 
fill up the furrows. Along in Sep- 
tember just before seeding time, 
double disc lengthwise or angling 
across the field and then harrow 
and a fine seedbed is prepared for 
winter wheat.

PORTRAIT OF 


Chancellor's 
Picture 


Is Destroyed In 


Chicago Fire. 


Chicago's disastrous fire of last 


week 
destroyed the 
portrait of 


Chancellor E. A. Burnett of the 
University of Nebraska, according 
to word received here this week. 
The picture hung in the galleries of 
the famous Saddle and Sirloin club 
where portraits valued at $300,000 
were burned. 
Chancellor Burnett's portrait, val- 


ued at $400, was hung in the gal- 
leries in 1930 when the American 
Society of Animal production se- 
lected him as an honored guest. 
The organization is made up of 
workers in animal husbandry with 
members in all 48 states and twelve 
foreign countries. Robert Grafton 
painted the portrait of Chancellor 
Burnett. 


A number of Nebraskans 
ap- 


peared on the program when the 
portrait was hung in the famous 
galleries. They include Prof. H. J. 
Gramlich, chairman, of the animal 
husbandry .department at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska; Dean W. W. 
Burr of the agricultural college; 
and E. P. Brown of Lincoln.

The hy- 
brids are being certified this year 
for the first time by the Nebraska 
Crop Growers' Association.

Do not turn 
the jars upside down. The berries 
will float to the lop half of the 
can but they are much better fla- 
vored and retain better their nat- 
ural color than if they had been 
rooked before canning."

big industrial states 
would 


have more votes than all the agri- 
cultural states. Of course the in- 
dustrial states have more repre- 
sentatives now than the agricul- 
tural states, but under the present 
system even little Nevada has just 
as many votes in the senate as big 
New York, and 
Nebraska js as 


powerful in the 
senate as huge 


Pennsylvania. 


I cheerfully admit that right now 


Nebraska, with a Notris in the sen- 
ate, wields more power in senatorial 
councils than Pennsylvania. New 
York and Ohio combined, but Sen- 
ator Norris, like myself is past the 
Biblical age of three score and ten, 
and in the nature of things tho 
time Js not far distant when his 
power 
and 
influence 
will have 


ceased to be, except, of course, as 
the good influence exerted by a 
man during his life lives on after 
his death 
But we Americans are 


proverbially short-memoried 


If a unicameral congress is in- 


advisable, and who is there to deny 
that it is, by what process of rea- 
soning can it be decided that a 
unicameral legislature is good for a 
sovereign state? 
Recourse to population statistics 


reveal that New York. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Illinois contain ap- 
proximately one-fourth the popu- 
lation 
of 
the 
republic 
Hence, 


under the unicameral system these 
four states would have 25 par cent 
of the representation in congress 
Today they have but a fraction 
more than 8 per cent in the senate 
Under our present legislative sys- 
tem. 
Douglas county, with approx- 


imately one-fourth the population 
of the state, holds a 13 per cent 
representation in the senate Under 
the Norris plan Douglas county 
would have a 25 per cent repre- 
sentation. 
I ha\e had more than the aver- 


age man's experience with Nebraska 
legislatures, especially with the last 
one 
I shudder to think of a one- 


branch leglslatu-e made up of ^0 
members, two-thirds of them like 
two or three of the most vociferous 
members of that last session. I arn 
not familiar enough with Shake- 
speare to quote his exact words, but 
he said something to the 
effect 
that it is better to endure the ills 
we have than to fly to others we 
don't know a blooming thing about. 
It is easily possible to minimize the 
evils of our present system, but not. 
I believe by ditching it entirely 
and instituting an entirely new 
system that has never been tried, 
and at best could prove to be noth- 
ing more than another noble ex- 
periment, nobly undertaken 
Have 


the blisters of that other noble ex- 
periment healed sufficiently to war- 
rant our sitting down again on a 
hot stove for the purpose of accu- 
mulating more? 


Sure, let us have the unicameral 


proposition submitted to the peo- 
ple, then let them swat it where 
they swatted—let's see, what was 
the name.

Drouth. 
Cawker City. Kas, May 22. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


In the Star of May 21, there was 
found an editorial bearing tnis head- 
line, "Fire, Wind And Flood." which 
started with the statement there was 
little difference, or choice, between 
the three. Did it ever occur to you 
that Droutn may be, and frequently 
has been, far more serious than 
either "Fire. Wind And Flood"' The 
present drouth is seriously affecting 
so large a ternton that its losses 
will amount to far more than tnose 
incured by any of the noted fires 
occurring in the United States. 


Within the short space of six 


months practically all evidence ot 
the serious lire of May 19 in Cni- 
cago will be removed. Such speed is 
not possible in periods of prolonged 
drouth After such a fire as the one 
referred to in your editorial of May 


21 places are found where business 
can be carried on In a somewhat 
satisfactory manner, but no such re- 
sults are obtainable in times of great 
drouth 


Older readers of Tie Star may 


recall those years of serious drouth 
in weitcrn Nebraska, when entire 
counties were practically depopulat- 
ed. The writer has a \ivid mental 
picture of condition!) that prevailed 
in wcitern Nebraska, we&tern Kan- 
ias and eastern Colorado from 1»84 
to and including 1900 Those sections 
were settled by homesteaders and 
excellent crops were grown in ItJtH, 
1885 
and 1886. and favorable con- 


ditions induced other settlers to lo- 
cate in the sections mentioned. Fol- 
lowing those early >ears came long 
periods of drouth and eventually the 
country was deserted, with cattle and 
sheep, according to the locality, 
ranging where tnousands of families 
had attempted making a living. The 
writer could speak for hours on the 
subject offered by the various at- 
tempts to establish 
homes 
and 


towns in the territory extending 
from Ogalalla. Neb, to Wray, Colo- 
rado, and Sharon Springs, Kansas, 
as he had personal contact with 
those sections from 1884 to 1900, and 
from that experience Is prepared to 
make the statement that extended 
drouth conditions are very much 
worse than "Fire, Wind And Flood."

Give This a Thought. 


Lincoln, Neb, May 23. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


Simplicity is the keynote of taking 
ground rent for all public purposes, 
abolishing allt axes, thus saving an 
enormous expense in the present 
method of taxing, handling and col- 
lecting same. 


The ground rent such money as 


now goes to the title holder of real 
estate. 
wnich 
the 
community 


through its active presence creates 
for such ground. Improvements of 
any kind for which the public pays 
to use or purchase, sucn being the 
result of labor either on the part 
of owner or his employes, shall be- 
long to producer. The ground rent 
being the value produced by the 
community, in simple justice, should 
be used by tne community for all 
public purposes When a piece of 
land, through 
community - made 


value, reaches a point where such 
piece of land is desirable and tor 
which someone is willing to pay 
rent, be it $100 or $10,000, such 
ground rent belongs to the public. 


The method of occupancy would 


be exactly the same as under pres- 
ent sjstem, but the improvements 
placed on it would be iree from 
tax. It should be easy to see that 
this system would encourage im- 
provements and cause many now 
vacant lots to be built upon, in 
contradiction to leaving them lay 
idle, waiting for some one else to 
develop surrounding property and 
make them valuable or as in some 
instances reducing the size or even 
tearing down the building to save 
taxes in simple justice, can any one 
offer a logical objection to the 
ground rent plan?
